Alberta’s current system for 
how it handles complaints 
against alleged police mis¬ 
conduct is flawed, especial¬ 
ly within Edmonton’s police 
service, according to a 
union that represents all of 
the city’s cops. 

The president of the Ed¬ 
monton Police Association 
says the service doesn’t 
have the manpower to po¬ 
lice themselves and it usu¬ 
ally takes five to 10 years 
before a case has been 
closed. 

“There needs to be a re¬ 
vamped system from top to 
bottom,” said union head 
Sgt. Tony Simioni, who 


urged the province to cre¬ 
ate a civilian oversight body 
to handle all of the cases be¬ 
cause the service has “noth¬ 
ing to hide.” 

Simioni says police in Ed¬ 
monton have to live under 
the most scrutiny than any 
other Canadian city after a 
number of highly publi¬ 
cized cases in recent years, 
including an alleged at¬ 
tempt to target a local 
newspaper journalist with 
a drunk driving charge. 

The scrutiny has caused a 


public relations nightmare 
for the police service, said 
Simioni — a reason why the 
city has recorded 21 disci- 
plinaiy hearings in 2008 
compared to Calgaiy, which 
has only had one. 

It was a number that fol¬ 
lowed after police Chief 
Mike Boyd took over the 
service three years ago, said 
Simioni. 

“The plan of the police 
chief was to clean up the 
police service, and we’ve 
been paying the price for it 


ever since,” said Simioni. 

Const. Rick Abbott, a tac¬ 
tical officer who spent six 
years defending himself 
over a complaint, said the 
system needs major tweak¬ 
ing. 

“We want to be account¬ 
able for what we do,” said 
Abbott. “We just want it to 
be done with less bias to¬ 
wards us so we’re the first 
to say we need help from 
the outside. 

Alberta solicitor general 
Fred Lindsay says the cur¬ 
rent system in place works 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment has no reason to 
change it.

During the Red Eye 
broadcast aired early 
Friday morning, Benson 
and other guests took 
shots at Canada’s military 
over suggestions it should 
take a one-year break after 
leaving Afghanistan. 

“I didn’t even know they 
(Canada) were in the war, I 
thought that’s where you 
go if you don’t want to 
fight,” said Benson, on the 
same day that four Canadi¬ 
an soldiers were killed by a 
roadside bomb in 
Afghanistan. 

The host of the show, 
Greg Gutfeld, later apolo¬ 
gized after a request from 
Ottawa. 

“This is a lame attempt 
at satirical humour — 
these are people who are 
ignorant,” said Edmonton 
MP Laurie Hawn.

Girls cling to life after alleged drug mishap

Watching his niece and 
granddaughter hooked to 
life-saving equipment yes¬ 
terday strengthened Den¬ 
nis Bird’s resolve to tackle 
the drug problem in their 
small aboriginal communi¬ 
ty. 

“I’ve always been a com¬ 
munity-minded person, 
but this will make my 
voice stronger,” the Paul 


Band First Nation council¬ 
lor said. 

Roughly a dozen panic- 
stricken relatives waited 
anxiously at the Stollery 
Children’s Hospital yester¬ 
day while Trinity Bird, 15, 
and Leah Bird, 14, lay in 
critical condition, suffer¬ 
ing from edema, a condi¬ 
tion causing their brains to 
swell in their skulls. 

“When your family is 
clinging to life, you have to 
remain hopeful they’ll sur¬ 
vive,” Dennis Bird said. 


Officials from the 
Stollery wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the girls’ condi¬ 
tion. 

The girls are two of nine 
that allegedly took tainted 
ecstasy before a round 
dance Saturday night. 

Of the four rushed to 
hospital, one was released 


Sunday and another is in 
stable condition. 

Mounties can confirm 
that MDMA, the drug 
found in ecstacy, was pres¬ 
ent in the girls, but that no 
poison was detected in 
testing. 

A criminal investigation 
has been launched, Cpl. 


Wayne Oakes said yester¬ 
day. Officers are seeking 
anyone who may have had 
contact with the teens be¬ 
fore they fell ill. 

Though he thinks the 
girls were just experiment¬ 
ing with the drug, Dennis- 
Bird knows the communi¬ 
ty, 60 kilometres west of 
Edmonton, isn’t immune 
to dope pushers. 

“Every kid likes to exper¬ 
iment,” he said. “It’s pretty 
hard to control.” 

“These drug dealers are 


like Macs or 7-11 stores; 
they’re everywhere.” 

Students at a number of 
Parkland District schools 
were debriefed by counsel¬ 
lors yesterday. 

Plans to intensify exist¬ 
ing substance-abuse pro¬ 
grams are being drafted, 
Dennis Bird said. 

“We’re trying to remove 
the human market and 
wean people off their drug 
habits,” he said. “We know 
damn well it’s a poison, so 
we have to do something.” 


Downtown 
blaze hits local

The blaze at 10730 101 
St. was called in at 4:48 
p.m., and firefighters ar¬ 
rived soon thereafter.

Special kids getting sensory stimulation

education Teachers at an 
Edmonton Catholic ele¬ 
mentary school are giving 
students with special needs 
a room devoted to playtime 
in order to engage their 
senses, which will help 
with their learning. 

The room at St. Gabriel 
Elementary School has 
hundreds of lights, a spin¬ 
ning disco ball, toys that 
stimulate a student’s sense 
of touch and mattresses to 
help make the students 
feel more relaxed. 

“We want children to be 
able to explore and direct 
their learning through sen¬ 
sory,” said former assistant 
school principal Joanne 
Friedt, who brought the 
idea to the school last year. 

“These are kids that have 
sensory integration diffi¬ 
culties, and this is a time 
for them to interact with 


lights and sounds to build 
on their sensory.” 

Friedt said the concept 
of the sensory room came 
from the Netherlands, and 
all students at the school 


have taken advantage of it 
since it improves their 
alertness level. 

And if a student is hav¬ 
ing behavioural problems, 
the sensory room is used 


as a tool to calm the stu¬ 
dent down, said the 
school’s current assistant 
principal, Jackie Flynn. 

“This room is in high de¬ 
mand,” said Flynn.

Riding the 

Recession 


The recession hit just as 
51-year-old Calgarian Dale 
McKenzie retired from a 
30-year career in policing. 

He didn’t panic about his 
investments — he has 
niche skills that are helping 
him survive during the re¬ 
cession. He works as a 
clown named Bumper and 
he is starting an investiga¬ 
tive business that delves 
mostly into mortgage fraud. 

“There’s no lack for that 
land of stuff,” he said. “As 
long as there is mistrust 
and as long as there are law¬ 
breakers, there will be 
room for private investiga¬ 
tion.” 

McKenzie has also been a 
clown for eight years, and 
while he said business isn’t 
booming, it isn’t failing ei¬ 
ther. He thinks there will al¬ 
ways be a demand for peo¬ 
ple who can put a smile on 
your face. 

Karen Fraser, of Angus 
One Professional Recruit¬ 
ment in Vancouver, said it’s 
crucial for people to have a 
specialized skill set or can 


break into a niche market 
like McKenzie. 

“Across the board, there’s 
still a wide range of compa¬ 
nies hiring,” she said. “Peo¬ 
ple are hiring in online 
marketing and Internet 
shopping, which has seen 
growth ... Specialized posi¬ 
tions are still consistent.” 

The Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s predictions fall in 
line with Fraser’s experi¬ 
ences in B.C. — projections 
for the next decade say 
there will be more than 
enough jobs for architects, 
dietitians, nutritionists, 
physical therapists, 

archivists and school coun¬ 
sellors. 

But even if you don’t have 
a specialized set of skills, 
Canadian staffing compa¬ 
nies are hopeful summer 
seasonal work will counter 
the jobs lost to the econom¬ 
ic downtown. 

“From what we see, land¬ 
scaping work and construc¬ 
tion should be picking up 
here shortly,” said Clint Bel- 
court with Tips Staffing in 
Calgary. “Seasonal employ¬ 
ment will kick off, which 
will help some people out 
and stimulate a little excite¬ 
ment.”

Montana flight 
too crowded? 


The plane that crashed in 
Montana and killed all 
seven children and seven 
adults aboard had more 
passengers than seats, an 
official said yesterday. 

National Transportation 
Safety Board acting chair 
Mark Rosenlcer said his 
team is investigating whe¬ 
ther the 10-seat plane was 
carrying too much weight 
and why it nose-dived short 
of the runway in Butte, 
Mont. The single-engine 
plane had no black-box data 
recorder and the investiga¬ 
tion could take months. 

All the children were un¬ 
der 10 years of age. Only 
one, a one-year-old, by regu¬ 
lation could have been seat¬ 


ed on an adult’s lap. That 
left 13 people and 10 seats. 

Rosenlcer stopped short 
of saying the plane was 
overcrowded. Officials 
changed the number of pas¬ 
sengers and seats aboard 
the plane as the investiga¬ 
tion progressed. 

Rosenlcer said three fami¬ 
lies were in the Pilatus PC- 
12 turboprop plane heading 
from California to a ski va¬ 
cation near Bozeman, Mont. 

The pilot, a 65-year-old 
with years of flying experi¬ 
ence, requested twice to di¬ 
vert to Butte from Bozeman 
without giving a reason, 
and both times the flight 
controller approved the 
change. reuters 


Accused Mumbai shooter 
begins trial in Indian court 


trial The man accused of 
being the lone surviving 
gunman in last year’s 
Mumbai attacks told an In¬ 
dian court yesterday that 
he was from Pakistan and 
wanted legal assistance. 

The trial of Mohammed 
Ajmal Kasab began yester¬ 
day via a video link with 
his prison in Mumbai. 

Gunmen killed 166 peo¬ 


ple in a three-day rampage 
in the city last November. 
Police say Kasab was one of 
10 gunmen who arrived in 
Mumbai by sea. 

He has since been held 
in jail, with Indian lawyers 
reftising to defend him. 
The trial was moved to 
March 30 to allow more 
time to assign a Pakistani 
lawyer to his case, reuters

So much for freedom of speech

W hew! Let’s 
breathe a 
sigh of relief 
now that 
British MP 
George Galloway has been 
barred from entering our 
country. Our children are 
safe. No telling what dam¬ 


age could have been ren¬ 
dered by this heinous threat 
to our national security. 

If reports are correct, 
Canada is the only country 
in the world that bars the 
sitting MP, who has been 
elected five times to the 
British parliament and has 
no criminal record. The 
Americans let him in. Even 
Israel, despite his pro- 
Hamas views, let him in. 

So what is the Harper gov¬ 
ernment trying to do here? 
Ramp up its right-wing cre¬ 
dentials to the point where 
Canada is seen as a denier of 
freedom of speech? 


Some of Galloway’s views 
are wacko. We can disagree 
readily with his take on Is¬ 
rael, with his support for 
Hamas, but does that mean 
you gag him? Others, Cana¬ 
dians and Americans, have 
supplied aid to Hamas and 
controlled Gaza. Will that 
get them the same land of 
treatment? As someone said 
of Galloway, the best way to 
expose the folly of his argu¬ 
ments is to allow him to 
come here and spout them. 

The Galloway ban follows 
one taken against an Ameri¬ 
can citizen. William Ayers, 
the old friend of Barack 


Obama who was a figure of 
controversy in the U.S. presi¬ 
dential election, was an ad¬ 
vocate of radical violence 
four decades ago. He has 
since become a distin¬ 
guished professor of educa¬ 
tion, who serves on disserta¬ 
tion committees at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa and Toron¬ 
to. He has been allowed into 
Canada many times. He ar¬ 
rived to give a speech at the 
U of T in January, only to be 
told by immigration officials 
that he had a 40-year-old 
felony conviction, which he 
denies. When Ayers asked 
them if they really thought 


he was a security threat, he 
said they laughed, before 
saying it wasn’t their deci¬ 
sion. 

The bans are in keeping 
with other hardline meas¬ 
ures by the Harperites re¬ 
cently. The government, 
which takes a leisurely atti¬ 
tude toward Guantanamo, 
is going ahead with the de¬ 
portation of conscientious 
objectors to the war in Iraq 
— even though the prime 
minister disavowed his sup¬ 
port for that war in last fall’s 
election campaign. 

The government last 
week announced it was not 


renewing $2.5 million in 
contracts for the Canadian 
Arab Federation to teach 
English to new immigrants. 

On Iran, it has escalated 
the rhetoric against the gov¬ 
ernment there — this while 
Obama moves to moral high 
ground with a diplomatic 
overture to Tehran to nar¬ 
row the differences. 

All quite strange. Rather 
than calm tensions, Ot¬ 
tawa’s intent seems to be to 
inflame them.

The happy Muslims who confuse you 


There’s something wrong 
with the pictures coming 
out of Pakistan these days. 

Ever since Pakistani Pres¬ 
ident Asif Ali Zardari rein¬ 
stated the country’s chief 
justice, I’ve been trying to 
figure out what it was. 

And then it hit me. Hap¬ 
piness. Joy. Celebration. 

How often do we see pic¬ 
tures of happy Muslim 
men? I’ve developed a theo¬ 
ry about the Muslims we 
see in the media, who are 
usually from Pakistan. 

Angry Bearded Muslim 
Man is the favourite. When¬ 
ever the Muslim world is 


supposed to be upset or of¬ 
fended, invariably that sto¬ 
ry is illustrated by images 
of Angry Bearded Muslim 
Man: Marching (usually in 
Pakistan), shouting (fists 
raised in righteous anger), 
and burning something (an 
American flag, an Israeli 
flag, preferably both!) 

His female counterpart is 
Covered In Black Muslim 
Woman. She’s seen, never 
heard. Visible only in her 
invisibility under that 
black chador, burqa, face 
veil, etc. 

In those images you have 
conveyed all you want to 
say about Muslims: The 
men are angry and danger¬ 
ous; the women are cov¬ 
ered in black. 

While there are some 
Muslims who fit both de¬ 


scriptions they are not the 
majority, and they are ut¬ 
terly insufficient in describ¬ 
ing the diversity of views, 
appearances and attitudes 
among Muslims. And they 
are my biggest competitors 
and nemesis’ when I give 
lectures or appear on televi¬ 
sion. 

My first U.S. TV appear¬ 
ance was on Fox News’ The 
O’Reilly Factor. After the 
usual back-and-forth 
yelling, some viewers sent 
me emails, asking, “Are you 
sure you’re a Muslim? 
Where’s the headgear?” 

Others wanted to know 
why I spoke English so 
well. Clearly, I did not deliv¬ 
er on the Covered In Black 
Muslim Woman that cen¬ 
tral casting usually offers to 
viewers. I was confusing 


them. 

Which brings me back to 
the happy Pakistanis in our 
newspapers these days. 

While I’m the last person 
to deny the danger of radi¬ 
cals in the Muslim world, I 
also enthusiastically wave 
the flag for those of us who 
call ourselves liberal, secu¬ 
lar Muslims. 

In other words, I live to 
confuse you by subverting 
the stereotype of Muslims 
that you always see and 
hear from. Go on — take a 
look at my picture. 

Here’s to more pictures 
of Happy Muslim Men and 
Women Who Confuse You.

once had a server who 
didn’t actually serve 
me much of anything. I 
ended up getting my 
own syrup for my cold 
pancakes and a glass of 
juice from the bar. I still left 
him 15-per-cent gratuity. 

It’s the former service 
worker in me that feels like 
I have to do this to supple¬ 
ment his income. But tip¬ 
ping should be more about 
the service and in some cas¬ 
es, the relationship you 
have with the person pro¬ 
viding it. Yet there is always 
confusion. Who, when and 
how much are all questions 
that elicit different an¬ 
swers. 

Take your barista, for ex¬ 
ample: Does she automati¬ 
cally get your spare change 
in her cup? What about the 
guy who hands you your 
bag of take-out? Etiquette 
experts say it’s not neces¬ 
sary but recommend that if 
it is someone you see often, 
it’s a good idea to show ap¬ 
preciation. If, like most 
people, you have trouble 
quickly calculating the ap¬ 
propriate amount to tip, 
visit smartcookies.com for 
a quick and easy guide. 

The norm for restaurant 
service is 15-20 per cent. If 
you’re in a large group, be 
sure to check if gratuity is 
already included, as it often 
is for large parties. And 
even if you used a gift card 
or a two-for-one coupon, 
you should still tip on the 
amount you would have 
paid without the voucher. 

For most other restau¬ 
rant staff, such as a bar 
server or checkroom, $1 to 
$2 is an acceptable tip.

If there are services you 
are unsure about how 
much to tip, call ahead and 
ask what the norm is. In sit¬ 
uations where there can be 
multiple people looking af¬ 
ter you, such as a beauty sa¬ 
lon or spa, the easiest thing 
to do is tip about 15-20 per 
cent on the entire bill and 
ask that the tip be split be¬ 
tween those who attended 
to you. 

When travelling, it’s best 
to keep a bunch of small 
bills on hand, so that you’re 
prepared and don’t feel 
awkward asking for change 
or giving more than you 
wanted to. Be sure to check 
into the cultural norms 
wherever you are visiting. 
As a point of interest, tip¬ 


ping is considered rude and 
is rarely done in Japan, ex¬ 
cept in certain cases. 

If you happen to be un¬ 
happy with the service, nev¬ 
er leave zero for a tip with¬ 
out speaking to a manager 
about the situation. Some¬ 
times it may not have been 
the person’s fault. Not leav¬ 
ing anything just makes 
you look cheap and won’t 
solve the problem. You may 
also receive some kind of 
compensation for letting 
them know about the prob¬ 
lem so they can fix it.

Onus now on individual 
to build job skills: Experts

In uncertain economic 
times, continuing 
education programs can 
be a pillar of career-build¬ 
ing strength, but only if 
people take the initiative 
themselves, experts say. 

Andrew Cochrane, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation for University Con¬ 
tinuing Education (CAUCE) 
and dean of the College of 
Continuing Education at 
Dalhousie University, says 
as employers tighten their 
belts, they are less likely to 
front money for employees 


to get training. The onus 
gets placed on individuals 
to search out continuing ed¬ 
ucation programs that en¬ 
hance their skills and fund 
that training on their own. 

“The employer is not pay¬ 
ing as much now for train¬ 
ing employees as the indi¬ 
vidual is,” Cochrane said. 

Marilynn Booth, director 
of the School of Continuing 
Studies at the University of 
Toronto and former presi¬ 
dent of CAUCE, says that as 
a result of less corporate- 
funded education, schools 
need to work harder than 
ever to offer meaningful, ef¬ 
fective programs to attract 
enterprising students. 



Continuing education programs can be offered in-class or online, through distance learning. 


“The need for continuing 
education increases as peo¬ 
ple feel more threatened in 
their work lives. The onus is 
on continuing education 
providers to be on the lead¬ 
ing edge and build pro¬ 
grams that serve the needs 
of the future,” Booth said. 

Cochrane says enrol¬ 
ments in continuing educa¬ 
tion programs are up across 
Canada. That’s because 
learning institutions of all 
types generally do well in 


weakened economies as 
people try to retrain into 
new careers. 

What is worrying, he 
says, is that many of the 
people being laid off in the 
economic downturn are 
those who had just started 
their careers and were ex¬ 
pected to succeed aging Ba¬ 
by Boomers as they retired, 
leaving an impending lead¬ 
ership void once those 
Boomers retire. 

Cochrane says many com¬ 


panies are just not training 
enough young leaders to 
take over the roost. 

“We were in bad shape 
before with succession 
planning and we’re going to 
be worse off in the future,” 
Cochrane said. 

While the Internet has 
had a profound impact on 
how education takes place, 
Cochrane says it hasn’t re¬ 
placed in-class learning — 
rather, it has strengthened 
it. He sees a trend in older 


students taking continuing 
education courses online as 
well as fewer recreational 
students doing it just for 
fun. 

“When distance educa¬ 
tion came about, there were 
people saying, ‘That’s the 
end of the face-to-face class¬ 
es.’ Well that’s clearly not 
the case. Online learning fa¬ 
cilitates flexibility but the 
composition of who’s on¬ 
line is changing as well,” 
Cochrane said.

It’s an exciting time for 
anyone whose passion is 
blacksmithing. 

Long thought of as a pio¬ 
neer necessity for shoeing 
horses and repairing farm 
equipment, the art has 
been transformed into the 
creation of gracious iron 
railings and fences, grills, 
furniture, gates, cooking 
utensils, and religious 
items, to name just a few. 

Shawn Cunningham is 
owner/operator of Front 
Step Forge and runs a 
weekend Blacksmithing 
Bootcamp class for the 
Northern Alberta Institute 
of Technology. “It’s a com¬ 
mon belief that it’s a dying 
art. But in truth, there are 
more blacksmiths making 
a living as artists, doing 
one-on-one craft black¬ 
smithing, than ever in the 
past,” he says. 

“It’s not shoeing horses 
anymore but it exists pretty 
inconspicuously in every¬ 
day life all around us.” 

A famous example is the 
gates around 10 Downing 
St., which were hand-craft- 
ed specifically to surround 


and protect the residence 
of England’s prime minis¬ 
ter. 

Students taking Cun¬ 
ningham’s course typically 
want to make knives, 
swords and armour, while 
others want to translate 
their ideas into three-di¬ 
mensional images. 

“You could compare it to 
moulding clay, taking a 
raw substance and trans¬ 
forming it into a meaning¬ 
ful and attractive item,” he 
adds. He is pleased that he 
can make a living as an in¬ 
dependent artist, while 
teaching others to enjoy 
the craft. 

The course is all hands- 
on, he says. 

“Most students have 
tried smithing and have 
come for more instruc¬ 


tion,” he says. “While 
some are total newcomers, 
the others are frustrated 
beginners who will get a 
lot out of it.” 

The NAIT course starts 
with students making the 
tools needed to work with 
as a blacksmith, but they’ll 
also complete sculptural 
items as well as practise 
the elements of wrought 
iron, both antique and 
modern. 

“It’s an exciting and cre¬ 
ative occupation and I urge 
everyone to give it a try 
through one of our class¬ 
es,” he says.

Reese Witherspoon finds new voice in animated action film Monsters vs. Aliens

Reese Witherspoon faced 
a new challenge in 
portraying Susan, her 
character in Monsters vs. 
Aliens who transforms 
from a regular-size bride- 
to-be into a five-story-tall 
superhero: Talking like a 
convincing action hero. 

“That’s not a voice I have in 
my repertoire,” she admits. 
“So they kept trying to coach 
me to be more like Arnold 
Schwarzenegger or Sylvester 
Stallone. That took me a long 
time.” 

After years of comedies 
and dramas, Monsters vs. 
Aliens — opening Friday — 
is Witherspoon’s first real 
action movie. Luckily, it’s 


animated, so the most phys¬ 
ical exertion the Oscar-win¬ 
ning actress had to endure 
was recording “effort nois¬ 
es,” the grunting, wincing 
and panting that accompa¬ 
ny the film’s dizzying ac¬ 
tion sequences, like when a 
massive alien robot chases 
Susan through a crumbling 
San Francisco. 

Witherspoon was particu¬ 
larly drawn to this project 
because of its strong female 
lead. “I’ve been offered a lot 
of animated films before,” 
she explains. “Sometimes 
they were playing a girl¬ 
friend, and sometimes they 
were playing a girl who got 
rescued by a guy. This was 
the first opportunity where 
the woman was at the cen¬ 
tre or the movie.”

Lamb Curry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tsp (5 ml) olive oil 
12 oz (375 g) well-trimmed 
boneless lamb loin, cut in¬ 
to 3/4-in. (2-cm) chunks 
1 medium onion, finely 
chopped 

4 cloves garlic, minced 
1 tbsp (15 ml) grated fresh 
ginger 

1 tbsp (15 ml) curry pow¬ 
der 

4 cups (11) cauliflower flo¬ 
rets 

1 cup (250 ml) canned 
crushed tomatoes 
salt to taste 
1/2 cup (125 ml) water 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) frozen 
peas 

1/3 cup (75 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

1/2 cup (125 ml) plain yo- 
gourt 

2 tbsp (25 ml) flour 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in Dutch oven 
over medium heat. Add 
lamb and cook until 
browned, about 5 
minutes. Transfer lamb to 
plate with slotted spoon. 


2. Add onion, garlic and 
ginger to pot and cook, 
stirring frequently, until 
onion is tender, about 5 
minutes. Add curry 
powder and cauliflower 
and stir. 

3. Add tomatoes, salt and 
water to pot and boil. Re¬ 
turn lamb to pot and 
reduce to simmer. Cover 
and cook until lamb and 
cauliflower are tender, 
about 40 minutes. 

4. Add peas and cilantro. 
Cook until peas are heated 
through, about 3 minutes. 
In small bowl, mix 
yogourt and flour, then 
stir into pot and cook over 
low heat, stirring, until 
slightly thickened, about 2 
minutes.
